19th Towa also took the same battery and 
fought most desperately, but were aleo oblig- 
ed to yield it. 

Almost every regiment distinguished Itself. 
About 4 o'clock Gen. Bicnt arrived from Cave 
TI] with 5,000 men, and a strong force of ar- 
tillery and etiacked the enemy in the rear. 
The rebels made desperate efforts to capture 
his batteries, but were repulsed with terrible 
slaughter. We held the whole field at dark. 
end before 9 o'clock that night the entire 
rebel foree were in full retreat over Boston 
mountains. Our loss in killed and wounded is 
600 ; that of the rebels 1,500, by their own ad- 
mission. Several of the enemy's field officers 
were killed, them Col. Stein, com- 
manding a brigade, formerly a brigadier of 
the Missouri State ghard.

The startled 
rebels plunged promiscuously into the creck 
and climbed a steep biaff on the opposite 
bank, leaving bebind them cighty-<even 
horses, arms, blankets and a large quantity of 
ammunition and camp eqaipage. Several of 
the rebels were killed and wounded. Four 
were made prisoners. The depth of the creek, 
steepness of the bluff and thickness of the 
brush prevented pursuit by cavalry. Only 
one or two of Capt. Parke’s command were 
slightly wounded; none seriously. The con- 
qnerors tinished eating the dinner prepared 
by the rebels, and retarned to Greenfield in 
the night with the captured horses aad the 


camp plunder.

The Senate devoted the whole of to-day to 
the subject of arbitrary arrests. The debate 
developed a desided feeling on the part of 
prominent Republicans against the mode In 
which the power of arresting has often been 
exercised. Messrs. Trumbull ond Sherman 
both expressed this sentiment. 

The following is a synopsis of Mr. Sher- 
man’s speech, which gives a fair idea of what 
is destined to be of eo much political impor- 
tantve this “Mr Sherman said fhe 
feared that .he Senate, in its hatred of traitors, 
was about to commit an injustice. This was 
a resolution of inquiry. The Senators from 
Delaware desire to aseertain why two of their 
constiteents are detained in military prison. 
They assert that these citizens are loyal, and 
are denied befl and hearing of the accusation 
at a trial. 

They with to ask the Secretary of War the 
cause of this detention. Sball we refase this 
inquiry? It is the Constitutional duty of the 
President to give Congress informgtion of the 
state of the country. We call for this daily. 
We and those we represent have a right to 
know all the acts of the Executive, that affect 
any of our people. It is in this way only, that 
the people can know the action of the Execa- 
tive end the reasons for it. Shall we, the 
friends of the President, refuse this informa- 
tion upon « question of affecting the right of 
personal liberty? If the facts justify the ar- 
rests the facts cam do no harm. If they do 
not we should not vell them with secresy. 
These arrests have deeply affected public 
minds. In his opinion, the President hed a 
right to make the arrests. The Constitution 
provides that the writ of Aabeas corpus may 
be suspended in cases of rebellion or inva- 
sion. 

Gentlemen differ as to whether this is a leg- 
islative or executive power. He believed it 
was a legislative power, and etated at some 
length his reason. This dispute was no longer 
materiel. The President exercised the power 
and Congress had by legislation sanctioned his 
acts. Both Congress and President agree in 
suepending the writ, and the President must 
determine the particular cases. It is « dan- 
gerous and alarming power. Every free peo- 
ple ie jealous of It. 

Public safety by rebellion or 
invasion alone justifies it. Every case of its 
exercise should be so clear that every loyal 
man would feel that the man should be ar- 
rested. He believed that when the facts of 
these arrests were known nearly all would be 
justified. Those who defend the Pnesident 
should know the facts. He justified the 
Maryland arrests as demanded by the clear 
est necessity, The other cases and some of 
those in Ohio were not demanded by pablic 
safety. They were traitors and fanatics whose 
arrest had injured the administration and 
made political martyrs of dema-

.. While conceding to Mr. Chase the ut- 
most prudence and success iv his past man- 
agement of the Treasury, there is one fea- 
ture in his plans for future revenue from 
which we must respectfully and earnestly 
‘dissent Wetrefer to the proposed law for 
a National banking system. This scheme 
proposes in brief that the sanction of the 
Federal. Government shall be given to an 
| wnlitmited number of private banks or as- 
” gociations, who may deposit United States 
bonds as a basis of circulation, and receive 
from the Treasury Department circulating 
notes therefor without restriction except 
guch as may be imposed by the amount of 
United States bonds outstanding. It is, in 
fact, an exaggerated form of the present Illi- 
nois bankingsystem. It proposes to fill the 
¢hannels of trade with paper issues whose 
convertibility into coin shill depend upon 
the market value of government securities, 
and the capacity of the market to take all 
the securities which may be thrown upon 
it in a panic like that of 1887 or 1857. The 
security may be, must be ultimately good, 
but security is not money. Security is one | 
thing and money is another. The security 
is good when you don't want it, and 
is pretty certain to be bad when you want 
to use it in large quantities. Wall street 
with a hundred millions of United States 
bonds pressing upon it for sale to meet baak 
suspensions, will tell a different story from 
Wall street, with four or five millions 
‘changing hands in prosperous times. The

They say that our people are moving upon 
Grenada, and they fear they should have been 
caught ina pocket had they remained. Now 
thet the movement is completed so fur as the 
forte at the Tallahatchie are concerned, it may 
be proper to say, that our Generals were 
fully prepared to adralt the strength of their 
forte, and the probable anfortanate result 
should they attempt to take It from the front. 
Av expedition was even being planned for ex- 
tensive flank movements tn the direction of 
Wyatt and Rocky Ford, when intelligence was 
received of their surrender. 

I searched Abbeville all over for trophies, 
but exceptacopy of the Grenada Appeal of 
the 28th, found nothing worthy of preserva- 
tion. There was plenty of corn and commis- 
sary stores, clothing and cotton tn flames, but 
1 was no traveling warehouse, and was 
obliged to leave them behind.

When we started on the Oxford road Col. 
Moyer, with the 3d Michigan cavalry, was sent 
on. road nearly paralicl and leading to this 
place. He struck the enemy's pickets four 
miles from Oxford, driving them for a mile 
and a half, when being heavily reinforced by 
artillery and infantry the rebels made a de. 
cided stand. Bya flank movement, after a 
short contest, our boys drove them into open 
ground and whippedthem. The enemy’s loas 
was heavy. Our lors one Captain and three 
enlisted men, wounded. Night coming on 
Col. Moyer moved his troops three miles to 
the rear and bivouacked for the night. It is 
likely that the contest may be renewed to- 
morrow.

Sin :—I have the hunor to report that, in 
obedience to your order of the 6th Inet., di- 
recting me to proceed to Columbus, Obio, In- 
dianapolis, Indiana, and Rock Island, [linois, 
and locate the National Arsenals established 
by act of Congress, approved Jaly Lith, 196.2, 
I left Wachington on the next day, and ar- 
rived in Indianapolis on the 9th inst., having 
stopped over one train at Columbus in order 
to notify parties Interested, and request them 
io have thelr proposals, maps, &c., ready 
ageinet ay return from the West. 

INDIANAPOLIS. 

At Indianapolis 1 spent two days in examin- 
ing the surrounding lends with a view to tbeir 
fitness for the requirements of an arsenal. 

Much of the land about Indianapolis is very 
fiat, and some of it rather low and probably 
unhealthy. The conditions regarded in the 
examination were, ample room, good drain- 
age, supply of water, convenience to railroad 
facilities, health, clearness of title, and suf- 
ficient nearness to the town for the accommo 
dation of workmen. These conditions are 
eontined to three or four locations, the choice 
of whieh should be determined by the 
im which the conditions are fuldlied, and the 
the price to be paid for the land.
